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Fears That Banks May 
Be Attacked. 


The Troops at Fort Logan are 
Kept Ready. 


The Number of Unemployed Men Increasing— 
Another Mass-mecting is Held—The 
Lynchers’ Leader Arrested. 
Hanging at Dresden. 


By Telrgrap ta The Time. 

DENVER (Colo.,) July 27.—(Special.) 
The lynching last night of Dan Arata, 
the Italian who brutally murdered B. 
C. Lightfoot, an old Grand Army man, 
has had an effect on the rougher ele- 
ment that is likely to cause trouble. 
Their taste for violence has been whet- 
ted, and various looting schemes are 
being hatched under cover. The police 
have been notified, and the most reli- 
able men have been stationed at cer- 
tain exposed points to scent danger in 
advance and call the force in season to 
prevent trouble. The State militia is 
in. readiness to move the moment a 
call is made upon it. 

The presidents of the banks are un- 
easy as to the safety of their institu- 
tions should a riot occour, and today 
called upon the officials at Fort Logan 
and asked them to be ready to come to 
their assistance in case they should be 
wanted. There are 700 men at Fort 
Logan who could be brought in to pro- 
tect the banks all of which are United 
States depositories, in an hour's time. 

The number of unemployed is in- 
creasing daily, being added to by those 
from surrounding towns. This, too, in 
the light of the fact that about six hun- 
dred were tonight put on freight trains 
going east. Every effort is still be- 
ing made by the charity organizations 
to take care of the needy, but it seems 
impossible to reach them all. The 
Mayor this afternoon issued a procla- 
mation aski the citizens to avoid 
congregating in the streets tonight, but 
they are alive with humanity. | 

Shortly after 8 o'clock an immense 
crowd collected at Eighteenth and 
Market streets to listen to an address, 
and talk over the situation. Fifty po- 
licemen soon came up, and, after much 
work, dispersed them, but they again 
gathered in small knots and began to 
talk of how to get food and how to bet- 
ter their condition. 

Much 1s also being said about the 
failure of the People’s Savings Rank, 
and the artfest of its president, M. J. 
Lawrence, on the charge of having re- 
ceived deposits afte: he knew that his 
bank was insolvent. The authorities, 
fully understanding the feeling, had his 
preliminary examination, which was to 
have taken place today, postponed un- 
til Saturday. The Sheriff has added 100 
men to his list of deputies, and they 
are scatered all over the county. 

At midnight the crowds had left the 
streets, and it seemed that there would 
be no trouble tonight. 

Cc. F. Brennan. who led the lynching 
mob last night, has been arrested. Sevy- 
eral old soldiers say that he is-not a 
Grand Army man. 


A Proclamation Issued. 

DENVER (Colo.,) July 27.—The city 
is in a high state of excitement as a 
result of last night’s lynching. This 
afternoon Mayor Van Horn issued a 
proclamation asking the people not to 
congregate on the streets, and to par- 
ticipate in no acts tending to create 
excitement.

DRESDEN (Tenn.,.) July 27.—A mob

TRYON’S FAULT. 
baa Court-martial on the Less of the 


Victeria. 
VELETTA (Malta,) July 27.—(By 
Cable and Associated Press.) The 


court-martial inquiry into the loss of 
the battleship Victoria has decided that 
Capt. Bourke is not responsible for the 
disaster, and he is, therefore, acquitted 
of all blame. The court expressed re- 
gret that Rear Admiral Markham on 
board the Camperdown did not carry 
out his original intention and ignore the 
signal displayed by order of Admiral 
Tryon, 

The court added, however, relative 
io Markham, that it would be fatal to 
the best interests of the service to say 
that he is to blame for Carrying out 
the directions of the commander-in- 
chief, present in person. The verdict 
was that it was an accident, entirely 


due to the order given by Admiral 
Tryon. All survivers were acquitted of 
blame. 


A FATAL WOUND.

Vice-President Stevenson received an 
ovation as he passed through the 
strects, the people raising their hats 
and cheering, which he acknowledged 
by lifting his hat, standing bareheaded 
in the carriage, bowing to the people. 
After passing through the principal 
streets, Esquimalt was visited and the 
Royal Arthur was boarded. 


A DEPUTY ARRESTED. 


He is Charged With Burglary and Other

FRESNO, July 27.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) ‘Marion Childers, the 
deputy constable who arrested Sidney 
Jones in Texas for the murder of 
Willard Good, and who was charged 
by Jones with being one of the leaders 
of the James and Dilwood gang, was 
arrested today on the charge of rob- 
bery and burglary. 

On January 12 last, the house of 
two elderly persons, Charles Schleigh 
and wife, was broken into and Mrs. 
Schleigh was choked and robbed of 
$160. Childers has been suspected all 
along, and officers have been pursu- 
ing their investigation. Bail was 
fixed at $4000. Childers failed to ob- 
tain it up to 6 o’clock, and was locked 
up in a _ cell with Chris vans. 
Childers denies the charge, and says 


he will get even with his enemies.

LONDON, July 27.—(By 
Assoeiated Press.) There 
regular riot in the House 
mons tonight, the scenes 
acted being unprecedented 
Hiamentary history.

Ile was fre- 
quently interrupted by the jeers from 
the Irish, and cheers from his own 
side. After one period of interrup- 
tion he proceeded: “The Prime Min- 
ister calls ‘black,’ and his adherents 
say it is good. Hie calls ‘white’ and 
they say it is better. It is always 
the voice of God. Never, since the 
time of Herod, has there been such 
" Chamberlain got no further 
for, with his half finished reference to 
Herod, there came from the National- 
ists such a roar of indignation as has 
not been heard in the Commons 
since the time of Parnell. Cham- 
berlain was plainly startled, but tried 
to talk on. His voice was inaudible. 
T. P. O'Connor sprang to his seat 
and, leaning toward Chamberlain, 
shouted “Judas so loudly that it 
was heard throughout the house. 
The rest of the Irishmen took up 
the. cry, and for half a minute shouted 
“Judas” in chorus. When the clock 
struck 10, Chairman Mellor tried to 
put the closure, but his voice could 
not be heard.

John Logan, Liberal, ran 
down to the first opposition bench and 
began upbraiding Edward Carson, 
Tory. Wyndham and Fisher jumped 
to Carson's assistance, seized Logan by 
the neck and threw him to the floor, 
head first, and bundled him under the 
bench. Somebody smashed Tim 
Healy’s high hat over his eyes, and, as 
soon as Tim got it off he jumped into 
the aisle in fighting posture, just as 
Hanbury was trying to get past. Han- 
bury was knocked. over the bench by 

the force of the collision. 

A free fight then broke out at the 
gangway, led by William Redmond, 
Parnellite, who pushed over Col. San- 
derson, champion of the  U'lIsterites. 
Sanderson was rescued, and he headed 
an attack on the Parnellites. Blows 
were struck right and left. The whole 
space between the front benches was 
filled with a struggling, cursing mass 
of members—striking, clawing and up- 
setting each other.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 27.—(Ry the 


Associated Press.) A battle with 
flames lasting thirty-six days was 
ended tonight by the arrival of the 


British ship Cedarbank from Neweas- 
tle, N.S. W. The vessel started March 
3, and was laden with coal. She had a 
fair voyage until June 20, when the 
cargo was discovered to be on fire. 

Prompt efforts were made to extin- 
guish the flames, but proved unavail- 
ing. It was decided to jettison a por- 
tion of the cares, and 260 tons were 
thrown overboard; then, owing to the 
extreme heat in the hold and the great 
difficulty in handling the burning coal, 
it was necessary to desist. 

Large quantities of water were 
thrown into the hold, the pumps part 
of the time going day and night. On 
July 16 two explosions occurred, and 
the flames burst out and ran all over 
the hold.

The vessel 
will be beached and the cargo flooded.

REPORTED SETTLED. 


The Situation, as It Appears to English 
Statesmen. 

LONDON, 
Associated Press.) The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette says this evening that it learns 
from high authority that the Franco- 
Siamese difficulty has been settled. 
France agreed accept Siam's pro- 
posals and abandon the claims to the 
territory between the 18th and 23d par- 
allels, 

In the House of Lords this evening 
Roseberry announced that he could not 
make a full statement regarding the 
Siamese matter until a report was re- 
eeived from Lord Dufferin in Paris. 
From the outset Great Britain had con- 
fined itself to providing for the safety 
of British lives and interests In Bang- 
kok. It had, from the beginning, 
avoided giving advice to Siam beyond 
occasions when asked for it, but had 
urged her to make terms as quickly as 
possible with her powerful neighbor. 
Nevertheless, the British government 
was not indifferent to the events now 
jassing in Siam. Her great commer- 
cial interests there would be looked 
after. 

The blockade might raise some ques- 


to 


tions of international law, but Great . 


Britain was. not yet formally advised 
of it, and perhaps the necessity might 
be averted. The government was giad 
to believe that France was no less alive 
than Great Britain to the value of 


Siamese independence, regarding it as- 


a matter of importance that France 
and Great Britain should not have co- 
terminous frontiers, because that would 
involve great military expenditures and 
create a liability of a panic. In the 
Commons Sir Edward Grey made a 
similar statement. 


RUSSIAN FLEET. 


The Czar’s Vessels to Join the French 
Squadron. 

NEW YORK. July 27.—By the As- 
sociated Press.) It was learned today 
through authoritative Russian sources 
that the Russian fleet now at New 
York is under orders to foin the French 
Mediterranean sauadron at Toulon. It 
was also stated that three of the Rus- 
sian warships now here have received 
preparatory orders which may cause 
them to continue. after reaching Tou- 
lon, to Fast India waters. 

The informant, when asked if the or- 
ders had any connection with the Stam- 
ese imbroglio, professed entire ignor- 
ance. This ignorance was emphasized 
by a peculiar shrug of the shoulders.

AUBURN (N. Y.,) July 27.—(By the 
Associated Press.) William G. Taylor, 
a negro convict, was executed by elec- 
tricity here this morning, for the mur- 
der, last September, of Solomon John- 
sou, a fellow-gonvict. Taylor gave, os 
a reason for his crime, that he pre- 
ferred electrocution to imprisonment. 

Taylor professed repentance before 
death. The stretching of his powerful 
muscles when the current was first 
turned on broke the chair. At the 
same time the dynamo burned out so 
that the second current could not be 
immediately applied, and Taylor came 
to life again. He was carried back to 
the chair at 1:55, and the current from 
the city electric light dynamo was 
passed through his body. The second 
proved successful. 

It was the ghastly sequel of Taylor's 
@ragedy. The murderer received a 
shock of 1700 volts, but the contact 
was not long enougn, and when it was 
sought to turn on the current again the 
dynamo would not work. To prevent 
his return to consciousness morphine 
was administered and while prepara- 
tions were being made to get another 
supply of electricity the hepatic on the 
cot was conveyed back tothe corridor, 
where he continued groaning with his 
pulse growing stronger. When finally 
the electrical machinery read- 
justed, Taylor was soon dead.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 27.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Morning Call 
prints the statement that, within the 
past month, arms have been shipped to 
Hawaii, and the belief is that an at- 
tempt is being made to place the natives 
in position to effect a successful _coun- 
ter-revolution against the provisional 
government.

In a communica- 
tion to your paper of this date, the writer 
in effect asserts that the proposition that 
the deprecta tion in value of silver has 
been owing, or principally owing, to its 
demonetization in this country and in 
Europe is reckless statement, and 
seems to intimate that other a ments 
and assertions made by bimetallists are 
of a similar character. This at all events 
is very strongly asserted by the gold 
press generally, and is penne S a very 
common opinion among the adyocates of 
the .singl standard. It may’ be of’ 
interest, therefore, to know that thé opin- 
ion is also held by political economists of 
the est reputation who are eee 
to the double standard; and this informa- 
tion may be readily obtained by referring 
to the pages of the Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica, which your enterprise has put in 

e possession of many of your readers: 

The question is discussed by Prof. Bag- 
table in the article on “Money,” and the 
conclusion ‘reached by him is, that ‘the’ 
result of the close investigations to which 
all aspects of the question were subjected 
was to show that the increased produc- 
tion of silver was only a minor élement 
in causing its depreciation.

“The closure of the mints of all impor- 
tant commercial countries to silver, while 
they have remained open to the free coin- 
age of gold at a fix valuation, has en- 
hanced the purchasing power of gold, 
compared with either silver or other 
commodities, about one-fourth; the price 
of uncoined silver being usually quoted in 
gold, this phenomenon, ap as a ‘fall 
of silver,’ by which term it is commonly 
known. This alleged fall, its causes, con- 

uence and remedies, constitute the 
silver question.”’ 

It may be added that Mr. Fawcett, In 
his standard work on political economy 
in the chapter on “The Depreciation o 
the Value of Silver,”’ ascribes the depre- 
ciation to the same causes. 

Nor can there be any.rational doubt 
about the substantial correctness of this 
opinion. No proposition is more’ univer- 
sally acknowlédged than that the value 
of silver, as of gold and all other commo- 
dities, is determined by the relation of 
supply and demand. ut the 
demand for silver is for use aS money 
and it is apparent that, when nearly ali 
the countries in Europe cease to use it 
for that purpose, the demand in the West- 
ern world is almost entirels destroyed. 
This obvious cause of the depreciation of 
silver is altogether ignored by your cor- 
respondent. 

e also ignores the demand for silver 
for use in the arts. and for exportation 
to the East, the combined effects of which 
reduce the effectual product of sifver to 
far less than that of gold. The propor-

Taking this and other facts bearing 
upon the question into consideraton, it is. 
hardly possible that the increased . “. 
duction of silver could, in the absence 
of its demonetization, have had any con- 
siderable effect on the value of silver in 
relation to gold. This is proven by the 
fact that the far more extensive increase 
in production of gold in twenty years 
following the discovery of gold in Cali- 
fornia and Australia— amounting to more 
than the total stock previously existin 
in the world—had but a very slight effec 
in depreciating its value with reference 
to silver. ad gold been the only cur- 
reney, as is now advocated, it would 
have been depreciated = in urchasing 
power at least 50 per cent. ut, as is 
observed by Mr. Bastable, in the article 
on “Money” cited, the effect of the dou- 
ble standard, then in use in most of the 
countries of Europe, and in this country, 
was to check this tendency; so that the 
actual depreciation in purchasing power 
was only about 20 per cent.; and this, by 
the operation of the double standard, ex- 
tended to silver as well as to gold; and

So long 
as the free coinage of silver, even at the 
ratio of 1 to 16, continued in this coun- 
try, it stood as an impregnable barrier 
against any depreciation of silver below 
that ratio; for, if silver had depreciated 
to such an extent as to make the silver 
dollar of less value than the gold, it 
would have immediately displaced from 
the circulaton in this country the gold 
currency, and the paper currency pay-. 
able in gold, wou _thua, have’ Gan-- 
stituted the whole currency -of the coun- 
try. ence, there must at once have 
arisen a demand for at least one billion 
of dollars in silver—a demand that could 
not possibly have been —ee Hence, 
t was impossible for silver to have 
fallen in value below the ratio. Indeed, 
it is hardly probable that it would have 
fallen below the French ratio of 1 to 15%. 

Another evil resulting from the de- 
monetization of silver by the United 
States was that it compelled France and 
the other countries of the Latin League, 
and ultimately the Indian government 
to limit the free coinage of silver, an 
thus, in effect, to abandon the double 
standard. In other words, it was the 
abandonment of the last line of defences 
in. the great war that was being waged 
by the creditor class inst silver, d 
consequentiy against the interests and 
the rights of the balance of mankind.

Sensational..Scene During the Examination 
of the’ Woman Before Justice 
Seaman—A Peculiar 
Case.

A Doctor Factory. 

An instance of the free and easy 
manner in which doctors are some- 
times turned out in this country was 
furnished last week in Néw York, 
jwhen Dr. Walter May Reid was ar- 
rested and lodged in jail for selling 
bogus diplomas conferring the title of 
M. D. upon persons utterly ignorant 
of medicine and turning them loose 
on the world to destroy human lives. 
Dr. Reid is not a sharp young schemer, 
but a gray-haired, expert. scholar, 
linguist, poet, novelist and a graduate 
of the Medical College of the Univer- 
versity of New York. The doctor 
was entrapped by a reporter for the 
Herald, who worked hard on _ the 
| cose and finally caused his arrest. 

After four interviews with Dr. Reid, 
notwithstanding the reporter's frank 
confession that he was a complete 
ignoramus in respect to medicine, -he 
received from his hands a diploma 
of the Preparatory Medical College of 
New York, certifying in Latin, over 
the doctor's signature, and an impres- 
sive red seal, that upon examination 
ii had been proved that he was worthy 
to be received as a physician among 
physicians. The document falsely 
declared that he had studied medicine 
for three years, and that his finat 
examination had been _remla’s by 
the usual standing for the . 
degree.”’ 

The manager of this doctor factory 
had, however, some i conscientious 
scruples. He said to the reporter: 


“I like my students to know the 
muscles. There are only about forty. 
You need to know less than that in 
fact. Before cutting into a patient 
you ought to know the more promi- 
nent parts of the body. If you should 
cut the esmalier things by accident 
-they don't count much, but by all 
means becomé*familiar with the promi- 
nent muscles and arteries.”’ 

Later, in sending the new-made 
doctor a blank death certificate, Reid 
wrote to him: 

“A health officer in each city supplies 
death certificates more or less identical 
with the enclosed. When I say that the 
diagnosis of 40 per cent. of death cer- 
tificates are guesses, hazarded on in- 
sufficient data, and are very often er- 
roneous, you need not be much afraid 
to hazard a guess also. Wishing you 
all success, I am, dear doctor, etc.’’ 


Such disclosures as this, which one 
reads from time to time, make one 
wonder how many such people are run- 
ning about loose in the United States, 
killing people in a gentlemanly way, 
under color of law. This man Reid told 
the reporter that he could have a 
diploma for $20, no matter what he 
knew or did not know about medicine. 

The American people, as a rule, are 
too busy making money to be able to 
pay any attention to such matters as 
these. After infringing on the hws of 
health for years, they naturally find 
themselves breaking down one day, 
when they rush off to the nearest of- 
fice that sports a shingle with M.D. 
after a man’s name, and place their 
bodies in his charge, to handle as he 
pleases, with the touching confidence 
that an infant exhibits in its mother, 
when it runs to her with a cut finger. 
If the man gets well, the doctor, of 
course, saved his; life, and the grateful 
patient signs a declaration to that effect, 
which, surmounted by an awe-inspiring 
portrait of himself, is published far and 
‘wide “in preferred position, next to 
pure reading matter,”’ to the great sat- 
isfaction of the business departments 
of the newspapers. If the man dies, it 
is an act of Providence, and, the A\l- 
mighty being above censure, nobody is 
to blame. 

However, if the average American 
has no time to ascertain the character 
and ability of the gentleman who 
Stands between him and the grim 
reaper, there is no reason why the 
State should neglect that important 
duty. There is altogether too much 
looseness in the practice of medicine in 
this country. There should be one gen- 
eral law on this subject for the whole 
United States, so that a-blacksmith in 


Connecticut cannot pass as a doctor in 
California.

. [Misplaced Charity. 

Charity is an excellent thing, but 
charity indiscriminately applied does 
much harm. The worthy poor—in 
América at least—are not found among 
those who accost one at street corners 
or back doors. There is a class of 
men in all our large cities who make 
a good living by imposing on the 
kind-heartedness of American house- 
wives. Two of these gentry are work- 
ing a little game in Los Angeles today. 
One of them goes to a house in his 
shirt-sleeves, and in a whining Voice 
asks the lady. of the house if she 
could not let a poor man have an 
old coat. Abject poverty is 80 ex- 
ceptional here that, in two cases out 
of three, he gets what he wants; then, 
if the lady will také the trouble to look 
down to the next street corner, she may 
notice the unfortunate man's side 
partner loaded up with a big bundle 
of cast-off garments, which the precious 
pair will dispose of that evening for a 
goodly sum. This is an easy way 
to make a living, and beats working 
on the roads in July at $2 a day, but 
it is not one of the infant industries 
which deserves encouragement, 

There are organizations in all our 
large cities which deal with the de- 
serving poor. Those who desire to 
disburse charity should either make 
their donation through these channels, 
or else carefully investigate each case 
themselves. 


Another Suggestion. 

Here is another prescription for the 
prevailing financial malady. The doc- 
tor in this case is a doctor of medicine— 
Dr. Samuel McLean of Modesto: 

‘‘Let Congress pass a law prohibiting 
the issue of paper currency of de- 
nominations less than $10, and make it 
unlawful to pass such currency after, 
say, six months. This will give the 
Eastern and Southern States the same 
system now and heretofore largely in 
use in California, thus making room 
for at least $400,000,000 in silver coin. 
This would raise the value of silver to 
that of gold, and with that accom- 
plished, the Sherman law would cut 
no figure. 7 

“Then a law should be passed re- 
quiring the Secretary of the Treasury 
to fix on the first of each month the 
export duty on gold for the month, so 
that the country would not be depleted 
of gold. This would, of course, amount 
to a declaration of financial independ- 
ence of all Europe, and could be surely 
maintained by the United States against 


all opposition.”’ 
Huh!

Southern California is not less inter- 
ested in the success of the fair than is 
San Francisco and the whole northern 
portion of the State. If our claims to 
climatic wealth and an inexhaustible 
richness of soil are supported by the 
logic of our varied productions, it will 
be an unanswerable argument on our 
behalf. Let Southern California speak 
eloquently through her exhibits, and 
present to the world the convincing 
logic of results. 


The San Francisco Stock Exchange 
has adopted a resolution which may 
have the effect of reviving that mori- 
bund institution, and also of increasing 
the development of gold mining in Cali- 
fornia. During the next thirty days, 
gold mines can be listed on the ex- 
change without paying the customary 
fee of $500..

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


Reaping the Whirtwind. 

SANTA Awa, July 22, 1893.—(To the Ed- 
itor of The Times.) It has now been nearly 
nine months since it was. known that Gro- 
ver Cleveland Was élected President, and 
the Democratic party had receired a vote 
of confideuce at the ballot-box, but trom 
the very hour the above facts became. 
‘known, the tide of distrust, retrogression 
and disaster set in, and has swept over our 
land with effects as dire as those of '73, 
'S7, or even '37. 

The columns of our papers are filled with 
the records of failures, Banks are closed, 
railroad building stopped, mines are shut 
down, the wheels of industry are still, and 
financial wreck and gloom are on every 
hand. Last week there were 3°4 failures, 
and the present will show an increase. 

What is the cause of the present condi- 
tion of things? There is just as much 
money in the country as there was last 
year; there is as great a demand for the 
ordinary products of labor; humanity is 
just as hangry, and can consdme as much’ 
as then, but the great centers of industry 
are idle, and a hundred thousand men have 
been added to the army of “tramps.”’ seek- 
ing a chance to earna living. The answer 
seems to me to be very plain. 

First—The Democratic party promised 
the people ‘“‘the earth and the fullness 
thereof’’ in case it was entrusted with 
power. It pointed to the election of Cleve- 
land in 2884 and the subsequent “boom” 
which swept like a tempest over the coun- 
try, and many were foolish enongh to be- 
lieve the ‘flush times’’ of that period were 
due to the success of ‘the man of destiny.”’ 
It howled about the “robber tariff’’ and 
pledged itself to rip it both up and down 
until thousands of unthinking Republicans 
were lured after false gods of ‘‘reform’’ 
and the Democracy was elected to supreme 
control. But while these specious promises 
won half a million of Republican voters 
from their allegiance, they have not won 
the — prosperity. Capital, that 
usually seeks employment in the great in- 
dustrial enterprises of our land, became 
alarmed and refused to embark in anything 
over which hung the menace of the Chicago 
platform. Money that wasoffered in abun- 
dance before the 8th day of November, 
1892, could not be obtained at all two days 
after. They preferred to hoard their mill- 
ions rather than embark them in enter- 
prises over which hung suspended the 
threatof the party succeeding to power. 
Mr. Editor, there is nosentiment nor pa- 
triotism in hearded wealth—it never 
thrilled with a noble impulse. It seeks 
only satety and increase. 

As a striking instance of the way it has 
affected Orange county—which may be 
taken as a fair criterion of the rest of the 
country—I will give the following facts: 
The Anaheim Co-operative Beet-sugar Com- 
pany, representing about two hundred of 
the farmers of the county and $500,000 of 
capital, had, prior to November, 1892, 
made all arrangements for procuring 
$400,000 with which to erect the plant 
and build a factory equal to Chino’s. Our 
bonds had been negotiated, our securities 
approved, plans adopted, but everything 
was made contingent on the election then 

nding. If the policy of fostering home 
ndustries was to prevail then the money 
was ready to be poured out in unstinted 
measure. If the revenue policy suc- 
ceeded, if our markets were to be 


given up to foreign industries, then the ar- 


rangements, which had taken a year of 
hard labor to perfect, were to fail. The 
disaster of the 8th of November caused all 
our — anticipations to crumble in 
ruins. e syndicate of bankers notified 
us that ‘owing to the uncertainty of the 
future of the sugar industry in the United 
States, under the incoming administration, 
our investors decline to puttheir money 
into your enterprise.’’ 

We realized then most fully that we were 
beginning to reap the whirlwind, and the 
wreck of eleven strong banks in Denver on 
last Tuesday shows that the whirlwind has 
become a veritable cyclone. This fear of 
the future action of the present adminis- 
tration has not only locked out $500,000, 
which would have been put in circulation 
among the people of Orange county, but it 
has locked up more than $500,000,000 
which would have sought profitable em- 
ployment in other industrial lines in every 
city and town in our nation. 

r beet-sugar company has been hard 
at work trying to overcome the disastrous 
revolution of November, and we hope that 
success is at last reasonably sure. 

We have just consummated a contract 
with the great sugar-factory builders, E. H. 
Dyer & Co. of Cleveland, O.,.to erect us a 
sugar factory and refinery of a capacity of 
330 tons per day,and to have the same 
comiplete and ready forthe campaign of 
1894; the entire plant to cost about 
$375,000, But even yet the shadow of 
fear hangs over us, notwithstanding the 
partial failure of the sugar-beet crop in 
Europe and the marked advance in the 
price of sugar, for we could not get the 
signatures of these gent!emen to this con- 
tract, and necessary bond tor its fulfill- 
ment, without this proviso: 

“Provided, if the present Congress shall 
by its legislation render the manufacture 
of sugar from sugar beets unprofitable, 
then this contract to be ,oid and of no 
effect."’ 

So you see, Mr. Editor, we are yet ‘‘be- 
tween the devil andthe deep sea.’’ While 
the alristhick with the crash of failures 
the unemployed are having their ranks 
augmented; great and valuable industries 
are paralyzed, and this grand American 
nation of 65,000,000 is waiting to see 
what the actian of Mr. Cleveland and his 
followers will If they dare tocarry into 
effect the iconoclastic threats of their 
platform there will be 1,000,000 men out 
of employment before the Ist of January 
next. If there is patriotism enough in the 
ranks ofthe Democracy outside of Wall 
street to meet the requirements of our 
time this great industry of sugar pro- 
duction, now in its infancy,—and which has 
cost Millions to develop, can be firmly 
established, and we shall be emancipated 
from dependence, on foreign sugar. We 
will give employment toa million of labor- 
ers and keep at home $150,000,000 in gold 
which is pow annually sent abroad to pay 
for this one staple. The bounty should be 
maintained until the industry is estab. 
lished,-or if repealed, a duty of at least 2 
cents per pound should be placed on im- 
ported sugar, that being the duty before 
the “McKinley” tariff was enacted. There 
are more than one million acres of the best 
sugar-beet land in the world in California, 
and all we want is an opportunity to estab- 
lish and develop the industry. We can- 
not enter into. competition with the coolie 
labor of the Sandwich Islands and the West 
Indies at $6 per month, for our American 
laborers must have fair remuneration, and 
Mr. Gird has been paying a small army of 
them in his beet fields at Chino $25 per 
month and board., Every incentive of 
pride and patriotism should demand that 
our sugar industry be preserved.

JOHN SHERMAN. 


He Gives the History of the Passage of the 
Sherman Bill. 

In a letter to Congressman Walker 


of Worcester, Mass., under date 
of Mansfield, O., June 8, Senator 
Sherman has this to say  con- 


cerning the passage of the silver 
bill bearing his name, and the causes 
which led up to it. It is a document of 
great historical fhoment, and one which 
every voter, be he Republican or Dem- 
ocrat, should familiarize himself with. 
A synopsis of the letter appeared in the 
ee 9 lated Press dispatches of the lith 
nst.: 

“Hon. J. H. Walker—My Dear Sir: 
Yours of the 28th ult., inclosing a copy 
of your statement of the causes that 
led Mr. Conger, yourself and me to 
agree, with great reluctance, to the sil- 
ver act of 1890, is received. An answer 
has been delayed by my absence at 
Chicago. You clearly and correctly 
state the history of that act. The bill 
that passed the Houge provided for the 
purchase cf $4,500,000 worth of silver at 
gold value. The Senate struck out this 
provision and provided for the free 
coinage of silver, or the purchase of all 
that was offered at the rate of 129 cents 
an ounce. 

“As conferrees, acting for the two 
houses, it was our duty to bring about 
an agreement, if practicable, without 
respect to individual opinion. The re- 
sult of the conference to reject free 
coinage and to provide for the pur- 
chase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver at its 
gold price—a less amount than was 
proposed by the House—the provisions 
declaring the public policy of the 
United States to maintain the parity of 
the two metals, the authority to stipu- 
late in contracts for payments in gold, 
the limit of the issue of treasury notes 
to the actual cost of silver bullion at 
gold value, and the repeal of the act 
providing for the senseless coinage of 
silver dollars when e already had 
300,000,000 silver dolla n the treasury 
that we could not circ , were all in 
the line of sound money. Another ob- 
ject I had in view was to secure a then 
much-needed addition to our currency, 
then being reduced by the compulsory 
retirement of national bank notes on 
the payment of United States bonds. 
This would have been more wisely pro- 
vided by notes secured by both gold 
and silver, but 

SUCH A PROVISION 

could not then be secured. These rea- 
sons fully justified. the compromise. 
But the great controlling reason why 
we agreed to it was that it was the 
only expedient by which we could de- 
feat the free coinage of silver. Each 
of us regarded the measu.e proposed 
by the Senate as a practical repudia- 
tion of one-third of the debts of the 
United States and its people, as a sub- 
stantial reduction of the wages of. la- 
bor, as a debasement of our currency 
to a single silver standard, as the de- 
monetization of gold and a sharp dis- 
turbance of all our business relations 
with the great commercial nations of 
the world. To defeat such a policy so 
pregnant with evil I was willing to buy 
the entire product of American silver 
mines at its gold value. 

“And this was what we provided, 
guarded as far as we could. To accom- 
plish our object we had to get the con- 
sent of the Republican representatives 
from the silver-producing States. This 
we could only do by buying the silver 
product of those States. It was a 
costly purchase. The silver ‘we pur- 
chased is not worth as much as we 
paid for it; but this loss is insignificant 
compared to our gain by the defeat of 
the free coinage of silver. It is said 
there was no danger of free coinage— 
that the President would have vetoed 
it. We had no right to throw the re- 
sponsibility upon him. Besides, his 
veto would leave the Bland actin 
force. We did not believe that this 
veto would dispel the craze that then 
existed for free coinage. Many people 
wanted the experiment tried. The re- 
sult of the experiment-of buying 4,500,- 
000 ounces of silver a month at its mar- 
ket value would be the best antidote 
against the purchase of all the silver 
of the world at one-third more than its 
market value. 

“IT never for a moment 
HAVE REGRETTED THE PASSAGE 
of the act of 1890, commonly called the 
Sherman act. As you know, I had no 
more to do with it than the other con- 
ferrees There is but one provision in 
it that I would change, and that is to 
strike out the compulsory purchase of 
a given quantity of silver, and give au- 
thority to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to buy silver bullion at its. mar et 
price when needed for subsidiary coin- 
age. Other provisions should be made 
for full legal tender United States 
notes, supported by reserves of both 
gold and silver and backed by the 
credit and wealth of the United States. 
But these are grave subjects for sepa- 
rate consideration. 

“What we want now is relief from 
further compulsory purchase of silver. 
We would gladly have reduced the 
amount to be purchased, and at a fixed 
time suspended the purchase, but this 
was refused by our conferrees. Now 
that the great evil we have feared has, 
I trust, passed away, we would will- 
ingly leave the amount of both gold 
and silver to be coined or held in the 
treasury to the law of supply and de- 
mand. 1 assume that Republican sen- 
ators and members who, after full con- 
ference, agreed to our report, will in 
the main vote for the repeal of the 
compulsory purchase of silver bullion, 
and hope that our political friends who 
felt bound by the local interests of 
their constituents to advocate the cause 
of free coinage, will be convinced by 
the experiment made that the only po- 
sition we can occupy in the interest of 
our constituents at large is one fixed 
standard of value and the use of both 
metals maintained at par with each 
other on a ratio as near as possible to 
their market value. Such a policy, I 
believe, is right. With reserves, both 
of gold and si'ver, in due proportions, 
we can maintain the entire body of our 
paper money, including coin, at par 
with each other. For one, I will never 
agree to the revival of State bank pa- 
per money, which cannot be made a le- 
gal tender, and which, on the,first sign 
of alarm, will disappear or be lost in 
the hands of the holder.

Mr. Smith said that at every gospel 
service or sermon preached Christ is 
either accepted or rejected. God re- 
quires the whole heart, andis as jeal- 
ous of the affection of his children asa 
husband possibly could be of his wife’s 
love and devotion. The drunkards and 
harlots have a better claim upon 
Christ’s love than the self-righteous 
Pharisee.

As tothe 
difference between embroidery and 
lace, the former is made upon a solid 
foundation that already exists, and, 
after its design is traced, the threads 
of the foundation that are left between 
are either cut out or drawnaway. Lace 
is formed upona network foundation 
that is made at the same time the lace 
itself is made. In guipure the design 
is made by itself, and then the parts of 
it are connected by an irregular lattice- 
work. The difference between lace 
and guipure is then that the foundation 
of the latter is all brides, and that fleur 
is made to stand out from the founda- 
tion, at least in part of reseaus, and its 
fleur is worked in and on the meshes.

An Electrical Expert Talks About 
the Electric Franchise. 


Cautions to Be Observed—Saturday's Foot 
and Bicycle Races—A Word from 
Justice Merriam- Local 
Breévities. 


The Times reporter on Thutsday had a 
talk with a prominent citizen of town, who 
is thoroughly versed in matters pertaining 
to electricity, to ascertain his views on the 
franchise which the Council will in all 
probability soon award to the Consolidated 
Electric Railway of Los Angeles for the 
construction and operation of an electric 
road over some of the principal streets of 
town. The gentleman referredto has no 
private interests to serve, and what he 
says is not intended in any way to discour- 
age improvementsfof this nature, but simply 
to suggest some cautions which the Council 
may see fit to incorporate in the franchise 
for the future protecfion of the city. 

The gentleman began by calling atten- 


tion tothe immensity of the new power 
and its future possibilities. ‘‘All electric 
franchises now granted,’ he said, ‘are 


given almostin entire ignorance of the 
condition and needs ofthe future. It Is 
legislation in the dark. What we do know 
is that electricity is a power which can be 
transferred to a distance almost without a 
loss and which can be readily distributed 
and converted into other forms of foree; 
we know that it will furnish directly or in- 
directly the greater part of the mecnanical 
and themical forces, of the means of trans- 
portation and intelligent communication, 
and of the light and much of the 
heat of the near future. Provision must 
be made for distributing a force so univer- 
sal to every house and workshop in a city. 
Whoever obtains a monopoly of the distri- 
bution of electricity in a city, will gain 
control of noinconsiderable part of its tn- 
dustry and domestic facilities. Such dis- 
tribution inthe public streets should, there- 
fore, be considered as a whole, not with 
reference to a single grant. No franchise 
should be granted except for the shortest 
possible time. No franchise should be ex- 
clusive in terms or effect, and the city 
should reserve absolute control of all de- 
tails affecting the safety of life and prop- 
erty.” 

When the proposed franchise last came 
up for discussion in the Council chamber, 
Trustee Cox thought that a clause should 
be inserted to prevent the possibility of 
trains of five or six cars being run over the 
road. The idea seemed so preposterous 
that everybody laughed. Referring to this 
feature of the case, the expertinterviewed 
by the reporter said: ‘‘A street railway is 
a structure wholly distinct in its character 
and uses from the railroads between dis- 
tant places. Already clectric locomotives 
are moving the heaviest trains. The elec- 
trict railroad is already the equivalent of 
the steam railroad. An unlimfted fran- 
chise for an electric road through the 
streets of the city is equivalent to an un- 
limited right of way fora steam railroad. 
Anelectric street railway franchise needs 
to be limited to passenger -traftic, to single 
cars, and to speed consistent with safety. 
Trains ot cars need to be specifically for- 
bidden, to preserve the essential character- 
istic of the street railway and to protect 
the public in their use of the streets. No 
connection should be allowed with outside 
lines which will convert a citv street into 
partof a great through railroad.’ Per- 
haps Trustee Cox's suggestion was not s0 
funny, after all. 

“The city,’’ continued the gentleman, 
“should reserve absolute control of, the 
meansfor distributing electricity in’ its 
streets for all purposes, including the pres- 
ence or absence of poles, their height, ma- 
terial, and distance apart, character and 
insulation of conducting wires, and the 
strength of electric currents. In fran. 
chises, even for a few years, provision 
should be made for dealing with increased 
electric power. ‘This is only the beginning 
of the conversion ot natural forces, as well 
as steam power, into electricity, and the 
conversion back from electricity into the 
multiple forms of force required by modern 
life and industry. 

“There is a question of justice as well as 
of finance, which is alsoto be considered. 
The electric tranchise of trifling value to- 
day may bccome of untold value within a 
few years. There is a limit to our right to 
give away the opportunities and unknown 
values of the future. Ten years is long 
enough for any electric franchise that can 
be intelligently granted today. Fifty years 
is giving away the sun andthe moon. It is 
needless to add that we are all equally in- 
terested in the inauguration of the electric 
railroad under conditions which are safe 
to the public, present and future."’ 

SPEEDY MEN ON FOOT AND BICYCLE.

First man, 10; second, 6; third, 3; fourth, 
2; fifth, 1. Thirty points will, therefore, 
be the highest total that can be scored, 
and the contestant who scores twenty 
points will Se reasonably certain of cap. 
turing the prize. 

The bicycle races wiH consist of a three 
mile maiden race (scratch) for new riders, 
a three-mile handicap and a mile handicap.

Section 855 of 
the Municipal Corporation Act makes it 
their duty also to fix a salary for the clerk, 
treasurer, marshal and recorder. If a 
proper showing had heen made to Judge 
Shaw, [think he would have said that the 
Board of Trustees had no right to disre- 
gard either of these duties. 

“My friends who voted for me for Justice 
of the Peace, and who wanted me to be the 
Recorder, may wonder why I stood by and 
permitted so one-sided a presentation of 
the case. My answer is, it was not my case, 
but I made timely protest to the attorney 
for the people against the erroneous state- 
ment above referred to, and it was disre- 
garded. Besides, the defendant's attorney 
objected to my saying a word in court, on 
the ground that I was not a party tothe 
action nor employed as attorney init. I 
protest thatI have not shirked my duty: 
that I have not asked anything of the 
Board of Trustees, except what the law 
plainly makes it their duty todo; that I 
have not acted in an unreasonable nor im- 
proper way, nor in an arbitrary nor spite- 
ful nor avaricious spirit.”

has come out and flatly acknowledged 
@ scarcity of money, and has asked the 
employees to help out by waiting a 
couple of weeks more for their wages. 
The employees in and about Los An- 
geles feel aggrieved over the condition 
which confronts them: General Super+ 
intendent Fillmore, who arrived ‘heré 
about the time the pay car was ex- 
pected, told representatives of the vari- 
ous employees’ organizations that they 
would have to wait until August 15, as 
the company is short of cash. This 


money, promised for the 15th, is pay. 


for June services, and Mr. Fillmore 
promises that the July rolls will be 
paid on Septemniber 5. 

Mr. Fillmore was in Sacramento Mon- 
day evening, and made the same plea, 
and promise there as he has doubtless 
done at many other points on the Toad.

AGAIN THE OIL STOVE. 
A Residence in the Destroyed by 
re. 


The house of J. F. Dunphy, located on 
First street, between Flower and Bun- 
ker Hill avenue, was badly gutted by 
fire yesterday afternoon. A tap onthe 
City Hall bell followed quickly by a tel- 
ephone alarm called out the depart- 
ment. There are two buildings on the 
premises, one some distance in the rear 
of the other. The family had been liv- 
ing in the rear house. Some improve- 
ments were being carried on in the 
front building, and for a time there was 
no one in the other. 

When discovered the flames had 
gained so much headway that nearly 
everything inside had been destroyed 
before they could be put out. The loss 
is estimated at $800, partly covered by 
insurance. A quantity of dressmaking 
material was destroyed, but was also 
partially covered by insurance. 

The cause of the fire is unknown, but 
is supposed to have been an oil stove. 
This had been used to prepare dinner, 
but the light was thought to be turned 
out.

A New Lake at a Dam That 
Awaited the Floods. 


The Wolfley Canal Lands Ready for Water— 
. Excursion to Yuma from the East—

TUCSON, July 26.—Arizona has a new 
lake. It is 2100 feet to a mile wide, and 
four miles long. The lake is made by 
the iate rains filling the new “Wolfley 
dam.

He thinks there is 
enough coal in that section to supply 
the demands of the Southwest for 
the next hundred years, 

Says the St. John’s Herald: Capt. 
John T. Hogue and John 
Morrison started for the western end 
of Socorro county, New Mexico, last 
Monday morning to examine and per- 
haps locate some of the coal land which 
is so plentiful in that locality.

Grass and feed of all 
Kinds have sprung up, Cattle are doing 
‘well. and stock-growers and farmers 
are happy as a result of the heavy 
rains. Salt River and the upper Gila 
are running bankful. 

ARIZONA AGRICULTURE. 

Says the Mesa Press: “The Santa 
‘Ana (Cal.) Standard says that the fruit- 
stands of that city are supplied with 
ripe white grapes from Arizona. Yes, 
Uncle Dan, we have been sending out 
ripe grapes and other luscious fruits 
to the benighied sinners of Southern 
California for more than six weeks.”’ 
To which the Yuma Sentinel rejoins: 

“And Yuma will join Mesa City and 
go her one better. Our grapes for 
years, on the average, have been ripe 
from the 20th to the 27th of May, says 
the record. Now and then there is a 
year like the present, when they did 
not ripen before June 1, but these are 
the exception. With figs and apricots 
ripe April 15, mulberries and grapes 
May 20, watermelons May 22, what may 
we not expect from the early fruit-pro- 
ducing sections of Arizona?’

But in this case, it seems that the de- 
fendant, in addition to placing the sig- 
nature of Helen Henry to the certifi- 
cate, incorporated a guarantee into the 
body of the paper, which facts, taken 
together, are held by the Supreme 
Court to constitute the crime of forg- 
ery, regardless of the original intent of 
the instrument so transferred by in- 
dorsement to another. party. 

The court also took occasion to score 
the prosecution in- the case for the 
questionable methods employed in 
bringing about a conviction, and said 
that the lower court erred in not put- 
ting a stop to such proceedings. How- 
ever, this error was not serious enough
